RESOLVED,  That  permission,  revocable  at  the  will  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
automatically  terminating  upon  failure  to  continue  in  force  the  insurance  protection  hereafter  referred 
to,  is  hereby  granted  to  GPS  Management  Services  (The  GAP),  Inc.  to  occupy  a  portion  of  the  street 
area  under  Folsom  Street,  between  Spear  and  Steuart  Streets,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and 
maintaining  three  (3)  4-inch  telecommunication  conduits  as  shown  on  the  plan,  a  copy  of  which  is  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  project  intended  by  the  encroachment  is  consistent  with  the 
eight  priority  policies  of  City  Planning  Code  Section  101.1;  in  that: 

1.  The  project  is  for  installation  of  conduits  under  Folsom  Street  for  an  underground 
telecommunication  system  to  link  the  new  Gap  Headquarters  Building  at  250 
Embarcadero  with  an  existing  building  at  345  Spear  Street,  and  would  have  no 
adverse  effect  on  neighborhood  serving  retail  uses  or  opportunities  for  employment  in 
or  ownership  of  such  businesses. 

2.  The  project  would  have  no  adverse  effect  on  the  City's  housing  stock  or  on 
neighborhood  character. 
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3.  The  project  would  have  no  adverse  effect  on  the  City's  supply  of  affordable  housing. 

4.  The  project  would  not  result  in  commuter  traffic  impeding  MUNI  transit  service  or 
overburdening  the  streets  or  neighborhood  parking. 

5.  The  project  would  not  adversely  affect  the  industrial  or  service  sectors  or  future 
opportunities  for  resident  employment  or  ownership  in  these  sectors. 

6.  The  project  would  not  adversely  affect  achieving  the  greatest  possible  preparedness 
against  injury  and  loss  of  life  in  an  earthquake  and  would  not  affect  community  safety.

[a]  There  shall  have  been  executed  and  acknowledged  by  the  Permittee;  and  by  it 
delivered  to  the  City's  Controller,  who  shall  have  had  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
County  Recorder  a  Street  Encroachment  Agreement,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.     001460       and  which  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein,  and  the  copy  of  this 
resolution  attached  thereto  as  Exhibit  A. 

[b]  There  shall  have  been  delivered  to  the  Controller  the  policy  of  insurance  provided  for 
in  said  agreement  and  the  Controller  shall  have  had  approved  same  as  complying  with 
the  requirements  of  said  agreement.  The  Controller  may,  at  his  option  accept,  in  lieu 
of  said  insurance  policy,  the  certificate  of  an  insurance  company  certifying  to  the 
existence  of  such  a  policy

WHEREAS,  Methyl  tertiary  butyl  ether  (MTBE)  is  a  gasoline  additive  used  to  boost 
octane  and  to  meet  a  federal  Clean  Air  Act  requirement  to  add  an  oxygenate  to  gasoline  in 
areas  classified  with  severe  or  extreme  ozone  (smog)  pollution;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Department  of  Health  Services  reports  detection  of  MTBE  in 
dozens  of  California  drinking  water  wells  and  surface  water  reservoirs;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  June  1998  report  by  the  Lawrence  Livermore  National  Laboratory 
estimated  that  there  were  a  minimum  of  10,000  California  groundwater  sites  impacted  by 
MTBE;  and 

WHEREAS,  MTBE  has  been  found  by  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  to  be 
a  possible  carcinogen;  and 

WHEREAS,  Health  effects  have  been  reported  for  inhalation  of  MTBE,  including 
headaches,  dizziness,  irritated  eyes,  burning  of  the  nose  and  throat,  coughing,  disorientation, 
and  nausea;  and 

WHEREAS,  Even  a  very  small  amount  of  MTBE  can  contaminate  a  drinking  water 
supply  with  the  detectable  taste  an  odor  of  turpentine;  and 

WHEREAS,  MTBE  contaminates  water  supplies  from  leaking  underground  storage 
tanks,  from  gasoline  releases  from  routine  use  of  motor  boat  or  personal  watercraft  engines, 
or  from  gas  tanks  after  car  accidents;  and  nnni  i* 
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WHEREAS,  Once  MTBE  contaminates  drinking  water,  it  moves  through  that  water 
approximately  50  times  further  and  faster  than  other  dangerous  components  of  gasoline  such 
as  benzene,  toluene  and  xylene;  and 

WHEREAS,  MTBE  resists  degradation  and  treatment  once  in  water,  and  is  more 
difficult  and  expensive  to  clean  up  than  other  components  of  gasoline;  and 

WHEREAS,  Governor  Gray  Davis  issued  an  Executive  Order  on  March  25,  1999  to 
remove  MTBE  from  gasoline  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  but  not  later  than  December  31 , 
2002; and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Air  Resources  Board  codified  the  Governor's  order  for  an 
MTBE  ban  at  Title  XIII  of  the  California  Code,  Regulatory  Codes  Sections  2260-2272;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Energy  Commission  data  for  the  first  and  second  quarters  of 
2000  show  that  MTBE  use  is  increasing  in  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  Several  Northern  California  oil  refiners  have  stated  that  they  intend  to 
discontinue  using  MTBE  if  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  grants  California's 
request  for  a  waiver  of  the  oxygenate  requirement;  and 

WHEREAS,  Oil  refiners  in  Northern  California  supply  gasoline  almost  exclusively  to 
Northern  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  are  only  three  areas  in  California  that  are  currently  required  to  add 
oxygenates  to  gasoline:  the  Sacramento  Metropolitan  area,  Los  Angeles,  and  Southern 
California;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  remainder  of  California  counties,  including  the  five  county  San 
Francisco  metropolitan  area,  are  not  subject  to  the  federal  oxygenate  requirement;  therefore, 
any  waiver  provided  by  the  U.S.  EPA  will  be  meaningless  for  elimination  of  MTBE  in  these 
areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  calculations  by  the  San  Francisco-based  environmental  group 
Bluewater  Network,  approximately  80  percent  of  the  MTBE  added  to  gasoline,  or  383  million 
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gallons  per  year,  in  Northern  California  is  used  outside  of  the  Sacramento  area,  and  therefore 
in  areas  where  there  is  no  legal  requirement  to  add  an  oxygenate  to  gasoline;  and 

WHEREAS,  Should  cities  and  counties  such  as  San  Francisco,  which  are  not  subject  to 
the  oxygenate  requirement,  choose  voluntarily  to  include  oxygenates,  nationwide  availability  of 
ethanol  can  easily  provide  additional  supply  of  environmentally  preferred  vehicle  fuels;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Energy  Commission  has  determined  that  sufficient 
feedstocks  exist  in  California  to  produce  as  much  as  three  million  gallons  per  year  of  biomass 
ethanol,  which  is  more  than  four  times  the  volume  needed  to  replace  the  oxygenate  benefits  of 
MTBE;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  elimination  of  MTBE  will  provide  substantial  opportunities  for  the 
development  of  biomass  ethanol  industry  in  California,  providing  rural  economic  opportunities, 
reduction  of  agricultural  and  municipal  waste,  and  decreased  global  warming  emissions;  now,

Resolution  approving  the  expansion  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  Commercial 
Paper  Program  by  increasing  the  aggregate  principal  amount  which  may  be  outstanding 
at  any  one  time  of  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  Commercial  Paper  Notes 
(Water  Series)  from  $150,000,000  to  $250,000,000  pursuant  to  Article  V  of  Chapter  43  of 
Part  I  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code  for  the  purpose  of  financing  and  refinancing 
certain  capital  improvements  related  to  the  water  enterprise;  approving  the  maximum 
interest  rate  thereon;  and  related  matters. 

WHEREAS,  At  a  duly  called  and  held  revenue  bond  election  on  November  4,  1 997,  a 
majority  of  voters  voting  on  the  measure  approved  the  issuance  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "Commission")  of  its  revenue  bonds 
in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $1 57,000,000  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for 
acquiring  and  constructing  reliability  and  seismic  safety  improvements  to  the  water  system 
(the  "Water  Enterprise")  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  and  approved  the 
issuance  by  the  Commission  of  its  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
$147,000,000  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  and  constructing  safe  drinking  water  improvements 
to  the  Water  Enterprise  (collectively,  the  "Water  Bonds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  9.107  of  the  Charter  (the  "Charter")  of  the  City,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  is  authorized  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of 
revenue  bonds  by  the  Commission  following  the  approval  of  the  issuance  of  such  revenue 
bonds  by  a  majority  of  the  voters,  such  revenue  bonds  to  be  issued  and  sold  in  accordance 
with  State  law  or  any  procedure  provided  for  by  ordinance;  and,

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WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  procedures  outlined  in  Article  V  of  Chapter  43  of  Part  I  of 
the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code  enacted  by  Ordinance  No.  203-98,  adopted  by  the  Board 
on  June  8,  1998  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  on  June  19,  1998  (the  "Procedural 
Ordinance"),  the  Commission  may  issue  or  incur  commercial  paper  or  other  short-term 
indebtedness  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  authorized  in  accordance  with 
the  Charter;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Resolution  451-99  (the  "Prior  Resolution"),  this  Board 
previously  approved  the  issuance  of  up  to  $150,000,000  of  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  Commercial  Paper  Notes  (Water  Series);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  Resolution  No.  00-0234, 
adopted  by  the  Commission  on  October  10,  2000  (the  "Commission  Resolution"),  has 
authorized  the  expansion  of  the  commercial  paper  program  by  increasing  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  which  may  be  outstanding  at  any  one  time  of  its  San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission  Commercial  Paper  Notes  (Water  Series)  from  $150,000,000  to 
$250,000,000  (the  "Commercial  Paper  Notes"),  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  a  portion  of 
the  Water  Bonds  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  improvements,  betterments  and 
additions  to  the  Water  Enterprise  as  well  as  for  the  payment  of  costs  of  issuance  and  other 
incidental  costs  therefor;  approved  the  form  of  a  first  supplemental  issuing  and  paying  agent 
agreement  (as  amended  and  supplemented,  the  "Issuing  and  Paying  Agent  Agreement"); 
approved  the  form  of  an  amendment  to  the  letter  of  credit  and  reimbursement  agreement  (as 
amended,  the  "Letter  of  Credit  and  Reimbursement  Agreement")  and  other  matters,  and 
WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Issuing  and  Paying  Agent  Agreement,  the  Commission  will 
further  have  the  ability  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  its  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  Commercial  Paper  Bank  Notes  (Water  Series)  (the  "Bank  Notes")  to  evidence

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unreimbursed  Drawings,  if  any,  from  the  Bank  or  Banks  under  a  Letter  of  Credit  (each  as 
defined  in  the  Issuing  and  Paying  Agent  Agreement)  in  an  amount,  together  with  the 
Commercial  Paper  Notes,  not  to  exceed  $250,000,000  combined  aggregate  principal  amount 
outstanding;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Prior  Resolution,  among  other  things,  establishes  a  maximum  rate  of 
interest  for  the  Commercial  Paper  Notes  and  for  the  Bank  Notes  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per 
annum;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  provisions  of  the  Commission  Resolution,  the  Issuing  and  Paying 
Agent  Agreement  and  the  Letter  of  Credit  Agreement  do  not  conflict  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Procedural  Ordinance;  and, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  and  Authorization  of  Expansion  of  Commercial  Paper  Program. 

The  expansion  of  the  commercial  paper  program  by  the  Commission,  in  anticipation  of 
the  issuance  of  a  portion  of  the  Water  Bonds,  for  the  purposes  of  financing  and  refinancing 
the  costs  of  improvements,  betterments  and  additions  to  the  Water  Enterprise,  as  well  as 
paying  costs  of  issuance  and  other  incidental  costs,  is  hereby  approved  as  required  by 
Section  43.5.2  of  the  Procedural  Ordinance.  The  total  principal  amount  of  the  Commercial 
Paper  Notes  at  any  one  time  outstanding,  when  combined  with  the  total  principal  amount  of 
outstanding  Bank  Notes,  shall  not  exceed  $250,000,000,  and,  in  the  aggregate,  such 
issuances  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the  principal  component  of  the  Letter  of  Credit  (as 
described  below). 
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Section  3.  Approval  and  Authorization  of  Additional  Bank  Notes.  The  issuance  by  the 
Commission  of  the  additional  Bank  Notes,  if  any,  is  hereby  approved  as  required  by  Section 
43.5.2  of  the  Procedural  Ordinance.  The  total  principal  amount  of  the  Bank  Notes  at  any  one 
time  outstanding,  when  combined  with  the  total  principal  amount  of  outstanding  Commercial 
Paper  Notes,  shall  not  exceed  $250,000,000. 

Section  4.  No  Conflict  with  Procedural  Ordinance.  The  additional  Commercial  Paper 
Notes  and  Bank  Notes,  if  any,  approved  by  this  resolution  shall  be  issued  pursuant  to  the 
terms  of  the  Issuing  and  Paying  Agent  Agreement,  and  such  additional  agreements  as  the 
Commission  shall  deem  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  purpose  of  implementing  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  such  additional  Commercial  Paper  Notes  and  Bank  Notes,  if  any,  and  as 
shall  be  approved  by  the  City  Attorney,  which  approval  shall  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the 
signature  of  the  City  Attorney  on  each  such  additional  agreement;  provided,  that  the  terms  of 
the  Issuing  and  Paying  Agent  Agreement  and  any  such  additional  agreements  shall  not 
conflict  with  the  requirements  of  the  Procedural  Ordinance. 

Section  5.  Maximum  Interest  Rate.  Pursuant  to  Section  43.5.2  of  the  Procedural 
Ordinance,  the  maximum  interest  rate  for  the  Commercial  Paper  Notes  and  for  the  Bank 

Notes  shall  not  exceed  12%  per  annum. 

Section  6.  Additional  Agreements.  The  approvals  contained  herein  shall  extend  to  any 
amendments  to  the  Issuing  and  Paying  Agent  Agreement  and  all  agreements  of  the 
Commission  supplemental  thereto,  as  well  as  to  such  additional  agreements  as  the 
Commission  may  adopt  for  the  purpose  of  implementing  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the 
Commercial  Paper  Notes  and  the  Bank  Notes.  The  approvals  contained  herein  shall  continue 
to  apply  to  the  Commercial  Paper  Notes  and  the  Bank  Notes  in  the  event  such  Notes  are 
renamed  or  renumbered  by  the  Commission  pursuant  to  the  Issuing  and  Paying  Agent 
Agreement. 
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Section  7.  General  Authority.  The  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance  (the 
"Director"),  the  City  Attorney,  and  all  other  appropriate  officers,  employees,  representatives 
and  agents  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  do  everything  necessary  or 
desirable  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  the  Commercial  Paper  Notes  and  the  Bank  Notes

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  committed  to  protecting  public 
health  and  the  environment  to  the  fullest  extent  possible;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  does  not  promote  nor  intend  to 
promote  the  use  of  recycled  materials  to  the  extent  that  adverse  health  impacts  may  result; 
and, 


WHEREAS,  State  Assembly  Bill  939  mandates  that  all  cities  and  counties  in  California 
reduce,  reuse,  recycle  or  compost  50%  of  their  solid  waste  by  the  year  2000  or  face  fines  of 
$10,000  per  day;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  made  great  strides  in 
implementing  recycling  citywide,  diverting  recyclable  materials  from  area  landfills,  and 
educating  the  public  on  reducing  waste;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Plastics  occupied  more  than  20%  of  landfill  space  nationwide  in  1992  and 
now  occupy  more  than  25%  1 ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Less  than  3%  of  the  79  million  pounds  of  plastic  used  each  year  in  San 
Francisco  is  currently  recycled  and  the  percent  of  recycled  content  is  similarly  low;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  passage  of  State  Senate  Bill  332  in  1999  is  expected  to  result  in 
increased  collection  and  recycling  of  post  consumer  plastic  beverage  bottles  throughout 
California  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  FDA  (Food  and  Drug  Administration)  is  responsible  for  the  scientific 
review  of  health  and  safety  issues  relating  to  use  of  recycled  content  in  plastic  food 
containers,  and  has  issued  letters  of  non-objection  regarding  the  use  of  recycled  content 
plastic  for  food  packaging  in  some  instances;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Emerging  technologies  have  assisted  in  expanding  the  use  of  recycled 
content  in  plastic  packaging,  and  additional  commitment  and  research  should  lead  to 
increased  opportunities  for  use  of  recycled  plastic  materials  in  the  future;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  impact  of  State  Senate  Bill  332  notwithstanding,  it  is  the  desire  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  increase  by  even  more  the  recycling  of  plastic  beverage 
bottles,  reuse  valuable  resources  and  reduce  the  dependence  of  landfill  disposal  as  a  means 
by  which  to  meet  the  goals  as  set  forth  by  State  Assembly  Bill  939;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  the  desire  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  not  only  expand 
by  resin  type  the  amount  of  plastic  beverage  bottles  collected  in  recycling  programs,  but  also 
to  ensure  the  viability  of  end  use  markets  for  the  new  resin  bottles  to  be  collected;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
directs  the  Solid  Waste  Management  Program  to  monitor  the  impact  that  State  Senate  Bill 
332  has  upon  the  collection,  marketing  and  recycling  of  all  plastic  beverage  bottles,  and  make 
every  effort  to  expand  San  Francisco's  Curbside,  Apartment  and  Small  Business  Recycling 
Program  to  include  all  plastic  beverage  bottles;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  urges  Norcal  Waste  Systems,  Inc.  and  its  companies  serving  San  Francisco  to 
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make  a  good  faith  effort  by  working  with  the  Solid  Waste  Management  Program  and  the 
plastics  industry  to  secure  viable  markets  for  and  collect  all  plastic  beverage  bottles  in  San 
Francisco's  Curbside,  Apartment  and  Small  Business  Recycling  Program;  and  be  it

Business  Recycling  Program  is  not  able  to  include  all  plastic  beverage  bottles  in  its  collection

Resolution  requesting  the  City  Attorney  contact  the  National  Park  Service  reminding 
the  National  Park  Service  of  its  obligation  to  submit  its  construction  plans  to  the  City 
for  review,  seeking  an  explanation  of  how  the  past  and  proposed  closures  serve  a 
recreation  or  park  purpose  and  inquiring  how  the  National  Park  Service  will  provide 
disability  access  in  light  of  its  removal  of  a  paved  path. 

WHEREAS,  In  1975,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  transferred  Fort  Funston 
and  other  City-owned  park  lands  to  the  federal  government  to  be  included  in  the  Golden  Gate 
National  Recreation  Area  (GGNRA),  to  be  administered  by  the  National  Park  Service  (NPS); 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  statute  creating  the  GGNRA  (16  U.S.C.  Section  460bb)  specifically 
states  that  the  GGNRA  was  established  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  needed 
recreational  open  space  necessary  to  the  urban  environment  and  planning  and  requires  that 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  "utilize  the  resources  in  a  manner  which  will  provide  for  recreation 
and  educational  opportunities  consistent  with  sound  principles  of  land  use  planning  and 
management;"  and 

WHEREAS,  Former  Charter  section  7.403-1  (a),  as  approved  by  the  voters,  required 
that  the  deed  transferring  any  City-owned  park  lands  to  the  NPS  include  the  restriction  that 
said  lands  were  to  be  reserved  by  the  Park  Service  "in  perpetuity  for  recreation  or  park 
purposes  with  a  right  of  reversion  upon  breach  of  said  restriction;"  and 

WHEREAS,  The  deed  transferring  these  City-owned  park  lands  to  the  NPS  contains 
the  following  restriction:  "to  hold  only  for  so  long  as  said  real  property  is  reserved  and  used 
for  recreation  and  park  purposes;  and  DOCUMENTS  DEPT 
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WHEREAS,  A  contemporaneous  agreement  ("Agreement")  concerning  the  rights  and 
duties  of  the  parties  requires  the  NPS,  among  other  things,  to  submit  its  plans  for  construction 
.  on  the  park  lands  or  changes  in  the  natural  environment  of  these  properties  to  the  City's 
Planning  Department  for  review  and  comment  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  Department  of  City 
Planning  will  be  informed  and  involved  during  all  stages  of  the  planning  process  and  in 
particular  during  the  conceptual  planning  stage  where  potential  conflicts  can  be  resolved  prior 
to  the  development  of  specific  plans;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  Attorney  has  concluded  that  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  has  a  right  to  bring  legal  action  against  the  NPS  in  the  event  the  NPS  breaches  the 
deed  restriction  and  agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  1991,  the  NPS  has  closed  heavily-used  portions  of  Fort  Funston  for 
the  avowed  purpose  of  habitat  protection  and  native  plant  restoration,  thereby  precluding  any 
recreational  use,  without  notifying  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  NPS  now  proposes  permanent  closure  of  an  additional  twelve  acres 
of  prime  recreation  space  at  Fort  Funston,  without  notifying  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  nation  is  experiencing  an  acute  shortage  of  flu  vaccine  this  season 
due  to  difficulties  in  producing  a  slow-growing  strain  of  the  virus;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Normally,  health  care  providers  and  others  who  order  the  flu  vaccine 
receive  the  vaccine  in  August  or  September;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  year,  when  the  flu  vaccine  became  available  in  October,  distributors 
gave  priority  to  large  corporate  purchasers,  rather  than  targeting  hospitals,  private  physicians 
and  clinics  that  serve  the  most  at-risk  populations;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Hospital  Council  of  Northern  California  reported  that  as  of  this  week, 
not  a  single  hospital  in  San  Francisco  have  the  vaccine  in  supply,  which  has  caused  the

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  owns  certain  real  property  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("SFPUC")  consisting  of 
approximately  242  acres  in  Alameda  County,  California,  referred  to  as  a  portion  of  Parcel  65. 
Alameda  County  Lands,  in  Sunol  (the  "Premises");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mission  Valley  Rock  Company,  a  California  corporation  ("Tenant"), 
currently  leases  a  69-acre  portion  of  the  Premises  for  mining  and  the  remainder  of  the 
Premises  for  agricultural  uses  under  existing  leases  with  the  SFPUC;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Tenant  has  applied  for  and  obtained  a  surface  mining  permit  from 
Alameda  County  ("SMP-32")  to  mine  the  Premises  to  a  depth  of  200  feet,  and  the  preferred 
mining  plan  adopted  by  the  SFPUC  incorporates  Alameda  County's  conditions  of  approval  for 
SMP-32;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  preferred  mining  plan  was  designed  to  maximize  water  storage  and 
revenue  to  the  SFPUC,  while  minimizing  the  impact  to  the  Sunol  Temple  and  surrounding

Lease"),  based  upon  the  significant  addition  to  the  SFPUC's  water  storage  capacity  resulting 
from  the  proposed  mining  as  well  as  the  revenue  benefits  to  San  Francisco's  retail  water  rate 
payers;  and,  UUOUMENT S  DEPT 
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WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  MVR  Lease,  (i)  Tenant  shall  use  the  Premises  for  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  a  quarry,  and  incidental  vineyard  and  orchard  uses,  all  in 
accordance  with  the  SFPUC  preferred  mining  plan  and  an  approved  landscape  and  recreation 
plan,  (ii)  pay  to  the  SFPUC  an  annual  base  rent  of  $100,000  per  year  for  the  first  twenty  (20) 
years  of  the  term,  (iii)  pay  to  the  SFPUC  a  percentage  rent  equal  to  10.5%  of  the  average 
sales  price  per  ton  charged  by  Tenant  for  sand  and  gravel,  with  adjustments  to  the 
percentage  rate  on  the  fifth  (5th)  anniversary  of  the  commencement  date  and  every  five  (5) 
years  thereafter,  and  (iv)  perform  all  mitigation  measures  as  set  forth  in  SMP-32,  other 
approved  plans  and  permits,  and  the  Lease,  in  order  to  minimize  the  impact  of  its  mining 
activity  on  surrounding  lands;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Alameda  County  certified  a  final 
Environmental  Impact  Report  ("SMP-32  EIR")  on  December  8,  1994,  Resolution  R-94-461, 
adopted  findings  and  a  statement  of  overriding  considerations,  and  approved  SMP-32,  all  in 
accordance  with  California  Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et.  seq.  ("CEQA")  and 
Title  14  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations  Sections  15000  et  seq.  ("CEQA  Guidelines"); 
and, 

WHEREAS,  On  August  3,  2000,  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  certified  the 
final  EIR  for  the  Alameda  Watershed  Management  Plan  ("Watershed  Management  Plan 
EIR"),  a  program  EIR  for  the  comprehensive  management  of  the  Alameda  Watershed  lands 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  SFPUC,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  proposed  mining  activities 
on  the  Premises,  as  complete  under  CEQA;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  September  26,  2000,  the  SFPUC  adopted  findings  and  a  statement  of 
overriding  considerations  and  approved  the  Alameda  County  Watershed  Management  Plan  in 
Resolution  No.  00-0229,  all  in  accordance  with  CEQA  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines,  a  copy  of 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  001 698;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  On  September  26,  2000,  the  SFPUC  adopted  findings  and  approved  the 
MVR  Lease  in  Resolution  No.  00-0230,  all  in  accordance  with  CEQA  and  the  CEQA 
Guidelines,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  001 698;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  is  the  Lead  Agency  under  CEQA  for  purposes  of  the  Watershed 
Management  Plan  EIR,  and  a  responsible  agency  under  CEQA  for  purposes  of  the  SMP-32 
EIR  and  the  MVR  Lease,  and,  in  accordance  with  CEQA  Guidelines  (Title  14  of  the  California 
Code  of  Regulations)  Section  15096,  the  City  adopted  certain  CEQA  findings  as  set  forth  in 
PUC  Resolution  Nos.  00-0229  and  00-0230,  which  findings  are  incorporated  herein  by  this 
reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SMP-32  EIR,  the  Watershed  Management  Plan  EIR,  and  the  above 
CEQA  findings  are  available  in  the  office  of  the  SFPUC's  Secretary  for  public  review;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  (a)  that  it  has  reviewed  and 
relied  upon  the  record  before  it,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  SMP-32  EIR  and  the  CEQA 
findings  set  forth  above,  and,  in  its  independent  judgment,  it  concurs  with  and  adopts  said 
findings  and  conclusions,  and  (b)  that,  it  has  reviewed  and  relied  on  the  record  before  it. 
including  but  not  limited  to  the  SMP-32  EIR,  and  pursuant  to  Public  Resources  Code  §  21 166 
and  CEQA  Guidelines  §  15162,  and  based  on  substantial  evidence  in  light  of  the  whole 
record,  for  the  actions  set  forth  in  this  Resolution,  there  is  no  need  to  prepare  a  supplemental 
or  subsequent  EIR  because  there  have  been  no  substantial  project  changes,  no  substantial 
changes  to  project  circumstances,  and  no  new  information  of  substantial  importance,  since 
the  certification  of  the  SMP-32  EIR  and/or  the  SFPUC  adoption  of  Resolution  Nos.  00-0229 
and  00-0230  on  September  26,  2000  that  would  alter  the  conclusions  set  forth  therein;  and  be 
it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  approves  the  MVR  Lease,  and  authorizes  the 
General  Manager  of  the  PUC  to  execute  and  perform  all  of  the  City's  obligations  under  the 
MVR  Lease  in  substantially  the  form  presented  to  this  Board,  and  to  take  all  actions  set  forth 
therein;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  authorizes  the  General  Manager  of  the  PUC 
and  other  City  officials  to  take  any  and  all  steps  necessary  and  advisable  to  effectuate  the 
purpose  and  intent  of  this  Resolution;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  any  and  all  acts  previously  performed  by  employees  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  furtherance  of  this  Resolution  are  hereby  ratified  and 
confirmed.
